New York City Had 
Most Black-Owned 
Businesses: Census 

The New York metropolitan area had 
the largest number of Black-owned 
businesses, according to a recently 
released Census Bureau report. 

The report— "1992 Survey of 
Minority-Owned Businesses, Black" 
— revealed that in 1992 there were 
39,404 Black-owned firms in the 
New York area with receipts total- 
ing $1.7 billion. The report data are 
the latest statistics available on 
Black businesses nationwide. 

The Washington, D.C. metropoli- 
tan area had the second highest num- 
ber of Black-owned businesses (37,988 
with receipts totaling $1.7 billion fol- 
lowed by Los Angeles (32,645 with re- 
ceipts totaling $3.6 billion), Chicago 
(24,644 with receipts totaling $1.6 bil- 
lion) and Atlanta (23,488 with re- 
ceipts totaling $1 billion). 

Rounding out the top 10 largest 
metropolitan areas with Black-owned 
firms were: Houston, Texas (18,840 
businesses with receipts totaling 
$831,642,000), Philadelphia (13,956 
businesses with receipts totaling 
$947,118,000), Baltimore, (12,492 
businesses with receipts totaling 
$495,684,000) and Dallas (11,395 
businesses with receipts totaling 
$865,080,000). 

Nationwide, in 1992 Blacks own- 
ed 620,912 businesses, which was 
196,747 more than in 1987. Also the 
businesses generated $32.2 billion 
in receipts in 1992, which showed a 
63 percent profit above the $19.8 bil- 
lion generated in 1987.

Blacks File Top Percentage Of Hate Claims In Maine 



Blacks were the most targeted 
group for hate crimes in the state of 
Maine between October 1992 and Dec- 
ember 1995, according to the attorney 
general's office. 

Although Blacks make up less 
than 1 percent of Maine's popula- 



tion, the largest percentage of hate 
crime complaints — 34 percent — 
were made by Blacks. 

Of 500 complaints, Blacks filed 
191 complaints. The statistics 
included complaints of bias incidents 
and hate crimes.

NAACP Report Shows Severe Race Problems In 
North Carolina Towns With Military Bases 



After a three-month probe of sol- 
diers and White supremacy in North 
Carolina's military towns, the state 
NAACP concluded that the military 
has severe race problems there. 

The probe was prompted by the 
murder of a Black couple in Fayet- 
teville allegedly by two Fort Bragg 
soldiers with ties to neo-Nazi groups. 

An 18-page report from the NAACP 
lists 12 recommendations that include 
establishing military base liaisons to 
the NAACP and requiring periodic 
diversity and sensitivity training for 
military personnel. 

"We think all the evidence points 
to more serious problems than the 
Army is willing to acknowledge," said 



Kelly Alexander Jr., president of the 
state's NAACP. 'There's an extremely 
high level of denial." 

The NAACP studied five North 
Carolina towns with military bases - 
Fayetteville, Cherry Point, Goldsboro, 
Elizabeth City and Jacksonville. 

Maj. Rivers Johnson Jr., public 
affairs officer for the 82nd Airborne 
Division at Fort Bragg, who is Black, 
said the Army had been a leader in 
providing equal opportunity. But "ra- 
cism is part of every aspect of Ameri- 
can life." 

Ft. Bragg did not participate be- 
cause it conducted its own study and 
found that 22 White solders had ties to 
or sympathies with extremist groups.

Former Astronaut Mac Jcmison Arrested in Texas; 
Files Complaint Against White Police Officer

Mae Jemison, the first 
Black woman in space, has 
filed a complaint against a 
White Texas police officer ac- 
cusing him of police brutal- 
ity during a traffic stop that 
ended in her arrest. 

Jemison, a Chicago native 
who was a member of the 
Space Shuttle Endeavor Crew 
in 1992, recently was pulled over by 
Nassau Bay officer Henry Hughes 
for allegedly making an illegal U- 
turn. 

Police say Jemison was arrested 
after Hughes learned of a warrant 
on Jemison for a speeding charge. 

In her complaint to Chief Robert 
Holden, Jemison said the officer 
physically and emotionally mistreat- 
ed her. 

"In my opinion, there is absolutely 
no justification for an officer to treat 
the people he is sworn to protect in 
this high-handed and abusive man- 
ner," she wrote in her complaint. 

According to news reports, Jem- 
ison's lawyer, Rusty Hardin, said that 
Jemison dropped her keys in disbe- 
lief when learning of her arrest and 
reached down to pick them up as she 
was being handcuffed. 

"When she does that, he grabs her 
left hand, knocking her wallet and 
paper out of it, twists her wrist and 
throws her arms up behind her back," 
forcing her to the ground, he alleged. 

"The officer was disrespectful and 




abusive," Jemison charged. 
"I kept asking him why he 
was doing this." 

She said in a televised inter- 
view that the incident has 
altered her feelings about 
police there. 

"I always felt safe and com- 
fortable (around the police). I 
don't feel that way anymore 
at Nassau Bay and that's a shame," 
she said. 

Hughes has been suspended with 
pay pending an investigation by the 
police department.

Daniel Green Found Guilty On All Counts In 
Murder Of James Jordan; Faces Death Sentence 




Daniel Andre Green, 21, 
recently was convicted of mur- 
der in the July 1993 shooting 
death of James Jordan, 57, 
father of basketball great 
Michael Jordan. At press time, 
Green awaited sentencing. - 

After nearly nine weeks of 
testimony, the jury in Lum- James Jordan 
berton, NC, convicted Green of mur- 
der, armed robbery and conspiracy. 

Larry Martin Demery, 20, a child- 
hood friend of Green's who agreed to 
testify against Green and pleaded 
guilty himself last year in connection 
with the crime, played a "big role" in 
the jury's decision, according to Robe- 
son County District Attorney John- 
son Britt. (Demery could also get a 
death sentence). 

Green and Demery, who both had 
just gotten out of prison after serving 



2% years for assault, spotted 
the late Jordan's luxurious 
red Lexus, a gift from his 
| famous son, along the side of 
a road. Jordan was napping 
when the two approached the 
car and woke him up. Green, 
according to testimony by 
Demery, shot Jordan. 
Green, who has since converted to 
the Muslim faith, said, "I fully be- 
lieved I was going to be acquitted. I 
know I didn't kill that man. I don't see 
how they convicted me... But I'm look- 
ing at it as God's will." 

Larry Jordan, Michael's older 
brother, was the only family member 
to attend the trial. He testified to 
identify their father's belongings. 

Awaiting the verdict, Michael Jor- 
dan said, "It's not going to be hard on 
me. It's going to be hard on my family."

Being Adopted Into White Family Gives 
Tommy Davidson Unique Outlook On Race 



Comedian Tommy Davidson easily 
drives his jokes home on both sides 
of the color line by making fun of 
Whites and Blacks. 

Everybody knows that Davidson 
is funny, but what many people don't 
know is that this Black entertainer 
was adopted and raised in a White 
family. 

"I actually don't share that with 
my audience, but my insight is defi- 
nitely affected by the way I grew up," 
Davidson, 32, told the Washington 
Post. 

Barbara Davidson received cus- 
tody of Tommy in 1965 when he 
was 18 months old. She and Tommy's 
biological mother were civil rights 
workers in Mississippi where Tommy 
was born. Tommy was sick and his 
mother was in danger. So, Barbara 
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became the only mother Tommy 
ever knew. 

Tommy was raised with Barbara's 
two other children, a daughter, Beryle, 
who is the same age as Tommy, and a 
son, Michael, a gay activist who 
died from AIDS last year. Although 
Barbara Davidson made sure that 
Tommy grew up in an integrated 
neighborhood, she could not keep him 
isolated from racism. 

"There would be situations that 
would pop up where I'd be out with 
Black people, and they would see my 
sister, and they would look at me dif- 
ferent," he said. "And there would be 
situations where I would be around 
Whites, and I could feel the racism 
in the air; walking to a restaurant or 
to a party, I could see their expres- 
sions change. I could see it in the air. 
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"I've been called 'nigger' by White 
people," he added. "There are other 
situations where they've been called 
mite/ by Black people. I felt the full 
effect because I was like a mirror for 
all of it." 

At school, he and Beryle would of- 
ten be questioned by students about 
their different skin colors. 

Davidson's energy and his suc- 
cess as an entertainer were foreseen 
while he was a youngster. Barbara 
Davidson said her son was always very 
active and always giving a perfor- 
mance. 

"I would come home from work, 
and Tommy would be on the table 
with a spoon with foil wrapped around 
it and a string tied to it so he could 
flip it like a [microphone] cord," she 
told the Post. "I always felt he had it 
in him." 

His start in stand-up comedy came 
when he performed at a strip club in 
Washington, D.C. He continued doing 
stand-up routines at parties and tal- 
ent showcases. From there, he per- 
formed at Showtime at the Apollo in 
New York where he won its amateur 
competition over and over again. After 
his Apollo fame, Davidson went to 
Los Angeles. He got an opportunity 
to perform at the Comedy Store, 
where he was discovered by Robert 
Townsend. 

He became a popular face in many 
households as a cast member of the 
hit comedy show "In Living Color."

When people in Barbara Davidson's 
office heard her son was on "In Liv- 
ing Color," they would tell her what 
a great impression he did of Ronald 
Reagan. 

"They thought my son was Jim 
Carrey," she said. "I'd tell them, 'No, 
my son is the one who imitates M.C. 
Hammer.' Then they would really be 
confused." 

Since "In Living Color," Davidson 
has again engaged in stand-up per- 
formances and will star in the film 
Plump Fiction this spring, a parody 
of the award- winning Pulp Fiction. 

Having a diverse background has 
definitely helped to mold Davidson's 
perceptions about race. 

"When I hear Blacks talking about 
White people, saying, 'White people 
are this and White people are that,' I 
say to myself, 'That is not true.'... 
And when I hear White people say- 
ing 'Black people are this or that,' I'll 
say, 'I know that is not true because 
I'm Black.' That's what makes me 
me. It's a very cool thing." 
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Surrendering To Food Cravings OK, Experts Say 



Experts say that it's quite all 
right to give into a food craving for 
such things as ice cream and even 
chips as long as we don't overdo it. 

"Eating all foods in moderation 
within the context of a well-balanced 
diet allows for the many factors that 
drive our food choices," said Marsha 
Hudnall, M.S., R.D., nutrition direc- 
tor of Green Mountain at Fox Run, 
a women's weight management 
facility. 

Most people try to outlast crav- 
ings because they usually are for 
foods we are trying to avoid because 
of diet. But trying to have willpower 
against that craving could actually 
lead to problems. 

"By trying to totally avoid certain 
foods, people instead tend to over- 
consume them in the end," Hudnall 
said. 

"Research shows that people tend 
to binge if they've been restricted," 
added Dr. Elizabeth Markley, assis- 
tant professor at the University of 
Connecticut. 

Researchers are not sure just 
what the catalyst is for the desires 
we feel for certain foods. Many won- 
der if cravings are driven by a psy- 
chological need by simply "want- 
ing what you can't have," Dr. Markley 
said. 

Some researchers speculate that 
cravings arise in an attempt to sup- 
ply the body with nutrients it lacks. 

For example, Dr. Susan Schiff- 
man, professor of medical psychol- 
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ogy at Duke University Medical 
Center, says carbohydrate cravings 
can be from hunger because blood 
sugar levels are too low. Also people 
who exercise extensively tend to 
get carbohydrate cravings. 

But most people don't crave 
carbohydrates, said Dr. Adam 
Drewnowski, director of the Human 
Nutrition Program at the University 
of Michigan. Most people crave 
sweets and other edibles with high 
calories. 

"Very few want potatoes, bread or 
pasta," he said. "Most want some 
sweet, high-fat food." 

And the cravings for these kind of 
foods grow stronger, he added, if 
they provide pleasure because of 
their tastes or fit into the category of 
"comfort foods"-foods eaten in 
attempt to soothe away troubles. 

In addition to expecting pleasure 
from certain foods, some cravings 
may be influenced by cultural associ- 
ations. Many people just expect to 
have certain foods at certain times 
and at particular places. 

Our bodies play a big part in how 
we choose what we will eat, how food 
may taste, its texture and color. And 
following these influences is better 
than ignoring them. 

"Attempting to ignore these influ- 
ences, as is often prescribed in these 
health-conscious days, may set peo- 
ple up for aberrant eating behaviors 
such as food cravings that result in 
binging," Hudnall said.

O J. Simpson's Civil Trial 
Delayed Until September

The wrongful death civil trial of 
O.J. Simpson has been delayed 
until September 9, a California judge 
recently ruled. The case had been 
expected to begin sometime in April. 

Santa Monica Superior Court Judge 
David D. Perez ordered that the pro- 
ceedings would begin in September 
because lawyers for both sides said 
they would not be ready by April. 
Simpson is being sued by the fami- 
lies of his deceased ex-wife Nicole Brown 
Simpson and her friend Ronald Gold- 
man. 

Meanwhile, Simpson recently took 
to the airwaves again. This time he 
spoke for about an hour to a Black- 



oriented radio station in L.A. (KJLH- 
FM), again attacking the credibility 
of his ex-wife's friend Faye Resnick, 
an admitted drug user. 

Simpson called Resnick a "flat- 
out-liar." 

He also criticized Kato Kaelin for 
changing his story. Kaelin, a guest 
at Simpson's home before the double 
murders, testified during the crimi- 
nal trial that Simpson was in good 
spirits during the day of the kil- 
lings. He recently testified in the 
civil trial deposition that Simpson 
was nervous that day and that Nicole 
feared that Simpson would kill her 
with a pair of scissors.

Spelman College in Atlanta re- 
cently celebrated the official opening 
of the Camille Olivia Hanks Cosby 
Academic Center, named in honor of 
the noted humanitarian who is also 
wife of distinguished entertainer Dr. 
William "Bill" Cosby. 

Drs. Bill and Camille Cosby attend- 
ed the dedication ceremony with four 
of their five children, some of whom 
attended Spelman — the youngest 
daughter, Evin, currently attends and 
is a freshman. 

The five-story, state-of-the-art 
facility was financed largely by the 



Cosbys' $20 million donation in 1988 
and will house Spelman's humani- 
ties departments. 

"This is a special day," said Dr. 
Camille Cosby as she spoke to stu- 
dents before the dedication. "About 
eight years ago, we invited John- 
netta Cole to our home and told her 
we wanted to contribute $20 million 
to her school. Sure, we could have 
invested the money and have $60 
million by now. But, we wanted to 
invest in you. It is rewarding to sup- 
port the human spirit. The dividends 
we receive are generational," she 
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said, reflecting on the couple's un- 
precedented gift. 

The 92,000 square foot building, 
which features a brass and mahogany 
interior, has classrooms, seminar and 
lecture rooms, an auditorium, art mu- 
seum, museum shop, reading room, 
education media, and a writing 
center.

This Week In Black History <^ 




March 13, 1773— 

4 Jean Baptist Pointe Du Sable, historic 
Black American pioneer, was the first known settler 
to build a house and open a trading post in what is 
now known as Chicago on this day. Du Sable was a 
most intriguing man. Born in Haiti, he was educated 
in Paris and later worked as a seaman for his father. 
Fearful of being enslaved after being shipwrecked in 
New Orleans, he traveled north and settled in Eschi- 
kagou. There he married a Potawatami Indian and 
raised two children. During that time he became 
n well known as a fur trapper. He also expanded his 
m home and land into a major settlement that included 
a dairy, bake house, smokehouse, poultry house, 
workshop, stable, barn and mill. The site of Du Sable's home is marked 
by a plaque on the northeast approach to the Michigan Avenue Bridge. 
On February 20, 1987, he was honored on the 10th stamp in the U.S. 
Black Heritage Series. 

March 14, 1933— 

Quincy Jones, music genius and one of the most prolific and success- 
ful artist in contemporary music, was born on this day in Chicago, IL. 

March 16, 1827— 

< Freedom's Journal, one of the 
first Black newspapers, was pub- 
lished by John B. Russwurm and 
Samuel E. Cornish, in New York 
City. Freedom's Journal was 
founded to counteract a local anti- 
Black newspaper that encouraged 
slavery and deplored the thought 
of autonomy for slaves. Russwurm 
and Cornish's founding of Free- 
dom's Journal as an instrument of 
protest against "man's inhumanity 
to man" is indicative of the modern 
day Black press.

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NBC's 'Unsolved Mysteries 1 
Show Probes 1986 Hanging Off 
Black Student In Maryland 

Maryland Governor Parris Glen- 
dening was urged to investigate the 
1986 hanging of a 19-year-old Black 
high school graduate in Maryland's 
wealthiest county. 

Despite the efforts of his mother, 
Mary Couey, and his sister, Sherri 
Warren, no action has been taken 
during the past ten years to solve the 
chilling crime in Montgomery County 
which snuffed out the life of Keith 
Warren who was preparing to enter 
North Carolina Central Univer- 
sity in Durham (Jet, Nov. 21, 1994). 

Recently NBC's "Unsolved Mys- 
teries" headlined the case and brought 
a flurry of inquiries as to the lack of 
justice in Maryland's law enforce- 
ment ranks only miles from the na- 
tion's capital. Pointing out that the 
county authorities claimed that the 
evidence was insufficient to inves-

tigate the crime, officials 
of the TV crime stoppers pro- 
gram said, "After years of 
unanswered questions, we 
have come to the aid of this 
troubled family." 

In July of 1986, the body 
of 19-year-old Warren was 
found hanging from a sap- 
ling in a wooded area ad- 
jacent to his Aspen Hill 
neighborhood. According to the fam- 
ily, the case was never fully investi- 
gated, and despite the suspicious 
evidence, it was dismissed by local 
authorities as a suicide. The family 
was not notified of the death until 
after the body had been turned over 
to a funeral home for embalming. 

The strange case has been in the 
newspapers ever since, but coverage 
was still not enough for the machinery 
of justice to grind. On April 9, 1992, 
which would have been Keith's 25th 
birthday, the family found police 
crime photographs on the doorstep of 
their home with a note that said: "Ms. 
Warren, don't worry." 

A key witness also was found dead 
under peculiar circumstances. He 
told neighbors that he had informa- 
tion about the crime. 

Two years ago, the mother and 
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daughter paid to have the re- 
mains exhumed and autopsied, 
which revealed high levels of le- 
thal toxicants not used during the 
normal embalming process. A for- 
ensic pathologist disputed the 
claim that the death was a suicide 
in that the chemicals would have 
deprived Warren of the ability to 
do harm to himself. 

The family has a standing 
$5,000 reward for information 
leading to a solution, but the cash 
stipend hasn't been enough to cre- 
ate any bounty of clues. Said sis- 
ter Sherri Warren, "We don't in- 
tend to quit our search until we 
find Keith's killer or killers."

White New York Coi 
Threatening Blacks 

In a federal district court plea 
bargain, a White New York couple 
admitted that they threatened a 
Black couple who were considering 
buying a home on their block. 

Joseph Tuffarelli and his wife Joy 
of Valley Stream acknowledged their 
guilt under questioning by District 
Court Judge Thomas Piatt and 
pleaded guilty to threatening Ina 
and Ornel White from Queens. The 
Tuffarellis also admitted that they 
had threatened the real estate bro- 
ker, Maria Skoch, and the person sell- 
ing the home, according to Newsday.

A Bedford Heights, OH, man is 
suing CNS Inc., the company that 
manufactures Breathe Right, a nasal 
device worn by some pro football 
players to clear their nasal passages. 



Morris S. Glover is suing the com- 
pany because he says the company 
modified his idea to make the breath- 
ing device. Glover, 37, says he in- 
vented the Nose Bridge in 1987. He 
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says he saw the Breathe Right device 
in 1994 while watching a football 
game. 

Glover is asking for an injunction 
that would prohibit CNS Inc. from 
manufacturing the breathing device. 
Glover also wants the company "to 
account... for all the gains, profits 
and advantages realized" from the 
sale of the device. 

Nose Bridge, Glover's device, is a 
plastic strip that removes dirt, oil 
and dead skin cells when rubbed 
down the nose. Breathe Right, man- 



ufactured by the Minnesota-based 
company, increases air flow through 
the nasal passage when it is at- 
tached to the nose. 

Glover says his device could clear 
nasal passages if medicine is added 
to it. He says the similarities bet- 
ween his device and Breathe Right 
are "hard to ignore." 

Dr. Dan Cohen, chairman and 
CEO of CNS Inc., says Glover's suit is 
"without merit." Cohen says Glover's 
product has no resemblance to the 
device his company manufactures.
